TO RELIEVE THE SUFFERERS. 
Gov. Mellette and Others Appeal to the 
Minneapolis Board of Trade. 

MreweEaPouts, Mind., Jan. 27.—[Specisl.]— 
Th Board of Trade considered a proposition 
this morning for relief from South Dakota. 
Gov. Meliette, Senator Hunter, and Repre- 
sentative Smith were present, at the instance 
of their State Legislature, and Judge Briggs 
of Edmunds County seconded the general ap- 
peal by giving in detail tne needs of farmers 
in that county, which is one of the 
most destitute. Gov, Mellette made a gener 
al statement ot his proposition. The State 
of South Dakota needed $50,000 for the pur- 
pose of buying feed for horses and oxen 
while the. hext crop is being putin. The 
State would raise $25,000 of this, aud it was 
desired that Minneapolis give $5,000 on condi- 
tion that the entire amount is raised. St. 
Paul will be asked to cive $5,000, Sioux City 
$5,000, and Winona and Omaha $5,000. The 
remaining $5,000 will be received from out- 
side sources. Goy. Mellette explained the 
condition of thé State in considerable detail. 

“The people of South Dakota are sorry 
that they are obliged to ask for assistance.“ 
he said; but the facts exist as they have 
been reported to you. A large section of the 
State, owing to the failure of the crops, is 
left in a helpless condition. The people are 
getting through the winter comfortably, but 
will be left in the spring without feed for 
their stock. We have, therefore, thought it 
best to come with this proposition. The fund 
will be disbursed by the State in a way that 
will be entirely satisfactory, and not one dol- 
lar will go for expense anywhere.” 

Gov. Mellette said that there was a sys- 
tematized effort in New York against Dakota 
and the West; that the papers there exag- 
gerated every evil, end for this reason the 
people of Dakota endeavored to stop all re- 
ports. He spoke of the failure of crops 
as natural events in the growth of 
every new country, The great tron 
ble had been that the farmers were 
trying to raise only wheat. South Dakota 
had fifty counties, and all were in good shape 
except about fifteen. Most of the counties 
had been able to raise a surplus for dis- 
tribution in neighboring counties. This was 
the result of diversified farming that has 
come into practice. Several questions were 
asked Gov. Meilette, and among them were 
the following: “is there enough wheat on 
hand for seed!“ 

“There is not,” replied the Governor. 
% We have made a careful estimate and find 
800,000 bushels short. Many farmers are 
now using seed wheat to get through the 
winter on. Stock is getting along without 
teed and is coming out badly.“ 

“What counties are most in need?” 

“That is a difficait question to answer. 
Faulk County is the center of the dry re- 
gion.“ 

Judge Briggs spoke on the needs of Ed- 
munds County, the citizens of which had sent 
him to Minneapolis. He said that the crop 
averaged only 1.72 bushels ver acre in bis 
county last fail, but notwithstanding that 
the farmers had the greatest faith in Dakota. 

A committee was appointed and the money 
will be raised. Ata meeting tnis morning 
the millers decided to hold back the wheat 
necessary for seeding and to grant sufferers 
the use of their elevators. The South 
Dakota Legislature will pass a bill securing 
them for the payment of the wheat. 


The Rev. J. A. Hovis of Devil’s Lake City, 
N. D., addressed tne Methodist munisters’ 
meeting yesterday morning on the needs of 
the church in that State. ; 

He said the people were almost destitute 
in consequence of the crop failures of the 
last two years. Mr. Hovis’ conference re- 
qgiired $5,470 to tice over this year. 
To a reporter Mr. Hovis said that 
his territory was 300 mites long and 150 miles 
broad, and he saw a great deal of suffering 
among the farmers, In Ramsey County 
alone there are 800 families on me public re- 
lief ust. The accounts sent Hast are exac- 
gerated. Mr. Hovis says there really is some 
suffering. Relief has been sent from St. 
Paul and the destituton somewhat lessened. 
The crop failure was due to drought last 
year and to frost and blight the year before.

DR. VAN DYKE IS HEARD FROM 


“NOINFANTSIN HELL” 


Arguments for the Revision of the 
Westminster Confession. 


Mothers Whose Hearts Have Bled Un- 


der the Present Doctrine. 


FOR AN INTERNATIONAL STRIKE. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand Sailors 
May Quit Work. 


MORE TALES OF STORMS ON THE OCEAN, 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]— The New 
York Pregbytery, in the Scotch Church, 
West Fourteenth street, entered today on 
the last week in the discussion of the re- 
vision of the Westminster Confession. 

The Rey. Dr. Benjamin 8. Crosby was in 
favor of amending tne third chapter, and 
said that instead of revision being a revolu- 
tionary proceeding that would harm the 
Church it was a most conservative action. 

The Rev. Dr. Stevenson said be was in 
favor of revision, and declared that their 
creed was imperfect, not only by omission 
put by excess. He asserted that it was not 
denied that the confession could be improved. 
There .never had existed so honest and 
Christlike a spirit among students, and, there- 
fore, this was the time to correct the ex- 
cesses of their confession. But it would take 
years to accomplish this work. It seemed to 
him that the church of the United States 
was now providentialiy fittea to undertake 
revision, They had hundreds of divines su- 
perior in literary acumen and scholarship to 
any that had gone before. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke was the 
next speaker, and proved one of thé most 
powerful advocates in favor of revision. The 
Westminster Confession, as it now stood, 
meant that part of God’s creatures were con- 
sigred to Heaven and part to Hell, and ro 
man could find out which was which. Now, 
be continued, it he were an expressman 
on the road he would decline to receive 
the package, because it was unintelligi- 
ble and the order impossible to execute. 
It had been voted by the presbytery that 
some changes were desired, but how should 
they be made? The report was not all that 
Dr. Van Dyke would admit it should be, but 
he was in favor of it because it contained two 
great features. First, the elimination of the 
doctrine of reprobation or consignment to 
Hell, and, second, because it was a movement 
in the direction of a brief, simple Scriptural 
creed to be made in union with other 
churches now of the reformed faith. 

The first change ought to be made as soon 
as possible. The second ought to be made 
slowly with the deliberation of years. First 
they wanted to get rid of the doctrine of rep- 
robation because it was superfluous. It 
was not essential to Christianity mor to Prot- 
estaatism. The majority of Christians had 
not pted it. 

TEARS FOR THE POOR MOTHERS. 

I save my tears,” cried Dr. Van Dyke. 
“forthe mothers whose hearts have bled 
under that doctrine, for the poor souls who 
have had their deathbeds shadowed and 
made horrible by this doctrine. This debate 
will not leave the church where it is. It is 
either to go forward or backward. I intend 
to teach that there are no infants in hell and 
that there is no limit to God's love. and that 
no man is punished save for his owu sin. I 


intend to teach that God loves all mankind | 


and with alove that we cannot fathom or 
understand.“ 

The Rev. Dr. George 8. Payson followed. 
He declared that one of the statements under 
discussion in the Confession was & gross per- 
version of the Scriptures. He was in favor 
of the report because it was time the Confes- 
sion were revised. The speaker could not 
subscribe to it as a whole: It was too cum- 
bersome and too minutely philosophical for 
their age. a 

Dr. Wylie delieved that the Westminster 
Coafession was in substantial harmony with 
the creeds of Christendom. Colt. Ingersoll 
had been quoted. Were they to give up the 
Confession of Faith because they could not 
answer his argument against the Bible? It 
wasan argument that infidels could not ‘be 
answered on the ground of pure reason. 
Christian people were stroncer than reason; 
it was not in opposition, but it went beyond 
reason. 

Dr. Chapin said he was not ashamed to be 
known as a conservative, and he was a loyal 
Presbyterian. Papists, he went on to say, 
were called idolaters. Some Papists un- 
doubtediy were idolaters, and so were some 


+ Presbyterians, and the speaker hoped that 


Presbyterians would not make 
idol of the Westminster Confes- 
sion. The Rev. Father Faber, who did 
so much for hymnologyv, could not be 
an idolater»thé speaker believed. But if he 
were Dr. Chapin wished more idolaters 
would .taxe to writing hymns. The Pope 
mightor might not be anti-Christ, but he 
could not see why tne Presbytery should be 
required to declare it an Article of Faith. 
Courtesy, at least, did not require that they 
should sit in judgment on any man. 

The debate will be continued tomorrow.

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS MAY QUIT. 


Likelihood That an International Strike 
May Re Ordered bv the alors Union. 

New York, Jan. 7.— [Special. — A state- 
ment made today in the presence of a re- 
porter is likely to cause a sensation among 
the steamship companies.

The latest advices received which have not 
undergone the scrutiny of the Government’s 
agents were brought by the Brazilian mail 
steamer La Place, which arrived at quaran- 
tine today and anchored off Liberty Island 
tonight. Although no actual bloodshed has 
occurred since the revolt of tne Second regi- 
ment of artillery Dec. 18, the people are 
more excited and wrought up, and 
should such a revolt occur now 
the Government would undoubtedly be 
overthrown. The short period that republic. 
anism has reigned, however, has imbued 
the people with a feeling of independence, 
and, although a revolution resulting in the 
overthrow of Gen. Fonseca and his Cabinet 
may result at any time, the imperialists are 
too weak in numbers to reseat Dom Pedro, 
ana another republican form of government 
would succeed the present provisional one.

William Bross, President of Tun Tumuxn 
company, died at his residence in the Beau- 
rivage Plats at 10:35 o’clock last night from 
diabetic coma.

He possessed such iron nerve and will 
power that he never admitted that he was 
seriously ill, It was found necessary to con- 
fine him to a diet of skim milk for several 
months. The rigorous observance of this 
diet undoubtedly saved his life. 

He continued able to move about until two 
weeks ago, when the last attack of the oid 
kidney trouble came. He ralhed from this 
sufficiently to be able to attend a meeting of 
the stockholders of Tun Traistne Jan. 20. 
Though his resolution made nim seem stronger 
than he really was it was apparent that he wag 
failing. The recent death of his old business 
associate, Alfred Cowles, wag a severe blow, 
and for the first time in all his iiness. he 
showed signs of despondency regarding bis 
own health.

Mr. Bross returned home, and continued to 
fail. He was never able to leave the house 
again. Sunday he was so ill that a consulta~ 
tion of physicians was determined on, Drs. 
Charles Gilman Smith and Lyman Ware,euie 
attending physicians, cailed in Dr. Dantorth. 
They decided that there was no hope, ana the 
opinion was expressed that nothing but his 
marveicts vitality and strength of will have 
lengthened out his days so far. Suaday night 
he became delirious and fell into the coma- 
tose state which usually precedes dissolution 
in cases of diabetes. Yesterday morning he 
emerged from this state and was able to 


exchange some words with the members of 


his family. He was perfectly conscious and 
able to recognize them all He remained 
conscious until 6 o’clock last night, when he 
again fell into the coma. At 10:30 he passed 
away peacefully. | 

Mr. Bross acquired his wonderful constitu- 
tion from a boyhood spent among the lumber- 
men of the Delaware. To a strong constitu- 
tion and an indomitable will was added a 
singular simplicity of character. His nature 
was so open that he could not con- 
deal his purposes. Dissimulation was 
foreign to him, and men could read 
him ke a book. He had exceedingly 
popular and hearty manners and was always 
more than glad to extend a helping hand to 
young wen trying to make à start in life.

Exactness and punctuality in business were 
two of his most couspicuous traits.

He said as a wrophet his 
weak point was that he could not proph- 
esy fast enough to keep pace with the city. 
He was a devoted advocate ot the Hennepin

New York he often referred to with great 
pride. He also recalled with satisfacwon that 
as IIlinois was the first State to ratify the 
fourteenth amendment to the Constitution 
it fell to his lot as Lieutenant-Governor of 
Illinois and ex-officio President of the Sen- 
ate to write his name first on the act of 
ratification. Mr. Bross was a successful 
public speaker and took an active part 


Zin several political campaigas. His sym- 


pathetic manner of meeting an audience 
rendered him highly effective. Mr. Bross 
was deeply interested in the University ot 
Lake Forest. Last year he endowed a pro- 
fessorship in that institution and donated to 
the university a house for the residence of 
the incumbent. He also contributed large 
sums to. the guaranty fund of $1,000,000 
which is being raised in bahalf of the uni- 
versity. 

He was a close friend of President Lincoln, 
and appeared with him on the stump in his 
first Presidential campaign. He often visited 
him at the White House. In 1867 Mr. Bross 
visited England and met Mr. Gladstone at a 
dinner. Mr. Bross plainly told the Grand 
Ola Man that America would require a set- 
tlement of the Alabama claims or 
there would be war. Mr. Gilad- 
stone was astonished, bat wen 
time provea Mr. Bross to be right he recalled 
the interview witn feelings of some elation. 
Some yearsago Mr. Bross presented a bell 
and a clock to the church in Milford, Pa., 
which he had joined as a boy. 

Up to the formauon of the, Republican 
party Mr. Bross had been a Demo- 
crat. As his breadth of mind en- 
abled him to support Prof, Swing, though 
a strong Presbyterian, so it enabied him to 
accept tne, principles of the Republican 
party. In the old Democratic Fre Press Mr. 
Bross introduced the feature of publishing a 
review of Chicago’s business at the begin- 
ning of each year. In this every morning 
paper of the city has followed in his foot- 
steps. Among his lifelong friends was tne 
late Mark Hopkins, President of Mr. Bross’ 
alma mater, Williams College. 

His brother, Charles E. Brose, was for 
many years clerk of the State Senate of 
Wisconsin. He is now in charge of the 
Western Union Telegraph office at Madison. 

A OF HONOR AND USEFULNESS, 

Mr. Bross was born near Port Jervis, N. J., 
Nov. 4, 1818. While yet a boy the family re- 
moved to Milford, Pa, where he entered the 
Milford Academy at the age of 19 years. Two 
years later he became a student at Williams 
College, where he graduated with honors in 
1888. In the following autumn he became 
principal of Ridgeburg Academy and taught 
there successfully for five years, after 
which he removed to Chester and taught 
five years more. He was an abie instructor, 
athorough classical scholar, and a devoted 
student of natural history. 

In October, 1846, Mr. Bross visited Chicago, 
St. Louis, and otner Western cities, and de-

PLD RIAA, Pa., Jan. 27,—-The Coroner’s 
physician today made a post-mortem exam- 
ination of the swollen and decomposed body | 
of Joseph G. Ditman, which was found 
terday floating in the Schuylkill River, forty- 
six days after his mysterious disappearance.

Slight Decrease in the Namber of Victims 
ia Chicago—Deaths Elsewhere. 

The new week has started out rather dis- 
couraging!y for the Health authorities, for the 
cheering predictions they mude repeated iv 
last week of a decrease in the number of 
deaths and the amount of sickness have not 
yet been fulfilled and there is nothing do in- 
dicate that they will be. There is just a 
slight decrease in tne number of deaths 
trom influenza, but there is not much of a 
falling off in the general death rate and it 
is highly probable that the appallingly high 
figures of last week will be equaled this 
week. One hundred and twenty certifi- 
cates ot deaths were returned to the Health 
Office yesterday, which is but a decrease of 
ten in the number received the same day of 
last week. Twenty of the deaths reported 
yesterday were caused by pneumonia, eleven 
by bronchitis, four by pulmonary complaints, 
and seven by influenza. The influenza 
victims are:

SLAUGHTER AT THE CROSSINGS. 

Ald. Chapman presented a resolution set- 
ting forth the work of destruction of human 
life at the railroad crossings and requesting 
the appointment of a committoe of five Aider- 
men by the Mayor te devise some pian by 
which the slaughter should be stopped. The 
resolution was adopted unanimously. 

The Mayor presented an ordinance provid- 
ing that where tne tracks of two railroad 
corporations run parallel within a distance 
from the outer tracks of both of less than 
forty feet the gate guards on either side of 
the crossings of such roads should be operat- 
ed simultaneously; that such railroad 
companies shall, upon five days’ no- 
tice from the Commissioner of Public 
Works, make changes in existing gates to 
make them operate simultaneous; and that 
all new gates be erected on the same plan; 
also that where roads run parallel and at no 
considerable distance apart, though more 
than forty feet apart, each road be conipelled 
to erect a simultaneous system of gates. 

There was a good deal of wrangling about 
the wording of the ordinance. urris made 
three speeches on it, Haynes two, and Camp- 
bell one. The Mavor then made a speech ex- 
plaining that the ordinance was intended to 
prevent accidents through vehicles being 
caught between two tracks, etc.’ The ordi-

WHEREAS, The City of Chicago has never com- 
plied with the Joliet resolution of 1881, neither 
as to time of completion nor as to volume of 
water, nor in any material degree remedied the 
evils complamed of, and the Canal Commission- 
ers have never restricted the City of Chicago in 
the exercise of the. privileges granted by the 
resolution aforesaid; 

WHEREAS, It is evident it is the purpose of the 

. City of Chicago te largely increase the nuisance 
and the danger of health in the Desplaines and 
Illinois Valleys; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the tapping

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TERRIBLE WRECK 
TRAIN ON TBE MONON, 


A ridge Near Carmel Ind, Gives Way |. 


and Precipitates the Cars Into a Raviné 


True Wreck Takes Fire, and Those 


Caught in the Debris Are Roasted to 
Death—Tweaty-five or Thirty Persons 
Iajared, Some of Them Fatally. 
Ixpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 27.—[Special.]— 
Within seven miles of the place where the 


two of the eighty-five persons who were on 
the train were either killed or wounded. 
Six of them are dead, their bodies horribly 
mangled by the crushing together of timbers 
and charred by the flames which swept 
through the mass of débris immediately after 
the wreck. Others are so badly injured that 


they cannot recover, 


The train left Chicago last night at 11:35 
o'clock: It was within sixteen miles of 
Indianapolis and approaching the Village of 
Carmel when the jarring of the cars made 
the passengers aware that a part of the 
train was off the track. A rail had spread 
under the locomotive or an axle bad broken, 
the trainmen are not sure which, just as a 
bridge over a small stream known as Wilkin- 
son Creek was reached. The locomotive 
plunged ahead, and, with the baggage and 
smoking cars, passed over in safety, but the 
bridge fell with the third car and the Pull 
man sleeper. 

When the accident occurred the train was 
behind ume and was running at unusual 
speed, The engineer, who was feeling ill, 
had gone back into one of ta nger 
cars and had placed in charge of his locomo- 
tive a substitute, who bad boarded the train 
at Frankfort. Immediately after the fall of 
the bridge fire broke out in the wrecked 
cars, and those who were injured too badly 
to move were burned to death.

RESCUING THE INJURED. . 

The passengers whoescaped injury at once 
began giving such assistance as they could 
to the victims of the wreck. One of: the 
most active was J. P. Altizer, a Chicago com- 
mercial traveler, who was in the third car. 
Another was Lewis Nauman of Cleveland, 
who, though himself badly injured, worked 
for others until be fell unconscious. 

Farmers soon gathered from the néighbor- 
hood, but the flames, which qui spread 
over the wreck, prevented them from res- 
ume those who were caught in 
tue débris and tmey could do noth- 
ing more than aid the injured. Some 
of these were found wandering about in the 
fielas near the scene of the disaster insane 
trom their injuries and excitement... One of 
the number was Conductor Angie, who, 
with the blood streaming down his f was 
running round and round in a circle, en 
recall to consciousness he was so weak 
that he could not stand. Mr. Altizer, the 
Chicago man who took the lead n the relief 
work, was sitting just behind Mrs. Oldham 
and her two children when the train fell 
through the bridge. The woman and chil- 
dren were .talking and laughing when the 
first jarring of the car was felt, 

‘Is red to my feet,“ Mr. Altizer says, 
“and found I was not seriously hurt. Near 
ine were three women piled in aheap. The 
car was full of dirt, gravel, and smoke. I 
grabbed the woman on topof the heap and 
Aragged her through the débris to the out- 
side and laid her on the bank. Iran back to 
the car and was joined by a brave fellow, 
whose name I do not know. We each 
brought out another woman, and the con- 
ductor, who was caught under a seat, was re- 
leased. I could do no more. The car was on

He has selected Miss Phoebe Cousins, the 
well-known woman lawyer of St. Louis, to 
be Chief Special Agent in charge of the col- 
lection of statistics of recorded indebtedness 
in that city.

There are some peculiar circumstances con- 
nected with the arrest of a boy named Jacob 
Goldman by a Central Station detective which 
seem to call for investigation by Lieut.

Mr. Hogan went to 
detective beadquarters and asked to see the 
boy. © Was fefused. Then he asked for some 
information about the charges against the boy. 
Sergt. Haas did not know what the charge was 
or who was the complainant. Mr. Hogan said it 
looked like conspiracy on the part of the rail- 
road company to keep their witness from testify- 
ing. Sergt. Haas promised to nip the conspiracy 
in the bud U there was one, and Mr. Hogan left. 

When the facts were communicated by Sergt. 
Haas to his superior, Lieut. Burdick, the latter 
preemptorily ordered the boy taken to the ar- 
mory and booked, and, if no complainant ap- 
peared, for the officer to request his discharge in 
the morning. Goldman was booked for Jarceny 
and arraigned before Justice Prindiville 
the following morning. There was no 
prosecuting Witness or any other kind of a wit- 
ness. Officer Conway said he bad arrested the 
boy without a Warrant and on the verbal com- 
plaint of a man whose name he could not recall. 
And then he saked the magistrate to continue 
the case so thatthe boy might be kept in custo- 
dy. Justice Prindivilie remarked that it looked 
decidedly quéer, and be at once discharged the 
prisoner.

ALMOST TOO BIG TO HANDLE, 


The American Meat Company Bows te 
Philip D. Armour. 

Stephen W. Dorsey, head and front of the 
contemplated gigantic corporation to be known 
as the American Meat company, which was 
organized to take uway all of Chicago’s packing 
business, is at the Grand Pacific Hotel in no 
mood for trifling. Meager dispatches from the 
East ahnouncing the fizzling of the project were 
recently published, When seen yesterday Ex- 
Senator Dorsey would not deny the statements 
made in the telegrams. 

The American Meat Company was formed by a 
number of the wealthiest of the ranch-owners in 
the West and Southwest. They were men who 
were reputed to be powerful enough to control 
the bee! production of the country west of the 
Missouri River. They owned miles of grazing 
lands and droves of cattie. The scheme was 
to build at some convenient point 
in the Southwest tremendous packing-houses. 
The droves of cattle were to be loaded on Cars, 
shipped to this convenient point, and tnere 
butchered. The packed meat, the extracts, and 
the other resulting products were then to be 
shipped to the East and marketed. Ina word, 
the ranch-owners were to get rid of the commis- 
sion men, the stock-yards companies, the Ar- 
mours, Swifts, and Plankintons, the jobbers, and 
the selling agents. The announcement of the 
formation of the company was received at St. 
Louis with a wild whoop of joy. Ex-Senator 
Dorsey was buried under St. Louis compliments. 

“T won't say anything about it. You may say 
this,” said Senator Dorsey. I do not think that 
Mr. Armour has done anything that another 
man would not have done if he nad been in Mr. 
Armours place. You may say that whatever 
Mr. Armour wishes he has but to express and we

EEE 
DEATH OF WILLIAM BROS? 

The death of Mr. Cowles, one of the pro- 

prietors of Tun Txaisuns, has been closely 
followed by that of Mr. William Bross, one 
of the oldest and best-known newspaper men 
of Chicago and the Northwest, he having 
been one of the founders of the Democratic 
Press, which was consolidated with Tun 
TRIBUNE thirty-five years ago. 
It is little more than a year and a halt 
since the first stroke of apoplexy warned 
him and his friends that the end might come 
at any moment. But he presented such a 
calm and determined front to disease, rallied 
so determinedly from his blow, and fought 
the fight of life so gallantly that it was hoped 
that he might keep hisenemy at bay for 
many years. 

The energetic and active nature of Mr. 
Bross was edmirably suited for the half- 
pioneer condiwon of things of Chicago as he 
first knew it. He became prominent in the 
business and political affairs of the new mu- 
nicipality, in whose future he had undying 
faith. Inall places and under all circum- 
stances he was loyal to the great city of the 
West. At the outset of his career a Demo- 
crat, he left that party when he saw that it 
was merely a champion of the extension of 
slavery, and became one of the active mem- 
bers of the new Republican organization. An 
active and earnest speaker, there was no part 
of the State which he did not visit in its 
service, and from 1860 to 1870 few Cnica- 
goans had as wide an acquaintance through- 
out the State as he. It was in recog- 
nition of his services that in 1864 he was 
nominated and elected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. Although for years he had taken 
no active part in politics his keen interest | 
in the subject never died out, and one of 
his chief sources of regret when he was first 
stricken down by paralysis was that he 
would not be able to attend the Republican 
Convention of 1888. 6 

During his earlier years of newspaper 
service he was a hard and unwearied laborer 
laying the foundations of the journalism 
of today. He was the first of the financial 
reporters of the city. After the war the need 
of close devotion to newspaper work was 
over and he devoted much of his time to 
travel. He familiarized himself with the 
Old World and the New. Hd was one of the 
visitors of the greag West when it was still 
a wilderness, and his name was as familiar 
in the Rocky Mountains as in Illinois. For 
him there seemed to be no rest, and his men- 
tal activity would not allow him to rust out 
in inglorious ease. To the moment of his 
death he preserved his lively mterest in all 
the affairs and doings of men. Disease had 
affected his body but not his strong and 
healthy mind. 

Waile to mary of those who had come to 
Chicago in the last twenty years Mr. Bross 
was known neither personally nor by name 
even, of the citizens of the older Chicago 

there were nope who did not knbw and like 
him. His kindly nature, which manifested 
itself equally to all, won him friends on 
every side, and his sterling sincerity was ad- 
mitted even dy those who were unable to 
agree with him. If he had any enemies he 
bad outlived them, and had reached that én- 
viable state of existence where it is impossi- 
ble to make new ones. 

With his departure another of thosestrong, 
positives, aggressive men who helped to make 
this city what it is goes from earth, and 
around his grave will gather the thinned-out 
ranks of his old friends and comrades. In 
him the en loses one of its oldest legisla- 
tors, the newspaper profession one of its 
oldest members, and the State an honest 
and ever-faithful citizen.

NEBRASKA’S REPRESENTATIVES 

ASLEEP ? 

Tue Tamer printed yesterday the open 
letter of Attorney-General Leese of Nebras- 
ka to the Attorney-General of the United 
States. It deserves Congressional notice, 
but there is little hope it will getit. It is a 
compact, forcible presentment of the wrongs 
Which the State and the National Govern- 
ment have suffered at the hands of the cor- 
morants who control the Union Pacific road. 

They have wronged the Government by 
diverting from the earnings of the road over 
twenty million dollars, which should have 
been applied to the payment of the Govern- 
ment debt, to the building, buying, and leas- 
ing of branch lines which fall ea miliion and 
a half dollars short of meeting the annual 
interest on their bonds. They are even now 
proposing to issue and guarantee bonds for 
$2,200,000 of the worthiess Denver & South 
Park road. They have puid nine millions on 


j 


when the lands are subject to the Govern- 
ment lien. 

They are using the assets and earnings of 
the road to build a rival one to which they 


fifteen long, weary months which must pass | , 
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Nebraska. Here her farmers send the bulk of 
their crops and here her merchants buy most 
of their goods. Therefore those extortionate 
rates of transportation which rob the Nebras- 
ka farmers hre a blow at the business interests 
of Chicago and call for the attention of the Lili- 
nois Congressmen who have any interest in 
the welfare of Chicago. That they have 
not already acted is doubtiess due to their 
unfamiliarity with the subject. 

For them there are good excuses, but what 
is there for the Senators and Representatives 
from Nebraska? They, cannot plead ignorance 
of these monstrous outrages which have been 
perpetrated on the General Government, on 
their own State and its citizens. Why have 
Senators Manderson and Paddock kept so 
mute? Why did Messrs. McShane, Laird, 
and Dorsey have nothing to say on this sub- 
ject in the last Congress? Why are Messrs. 
Connell, Laws, and Dorsey so silent in the 
present one? Can it be that they think no 
relief can be given the farmers as against 
tha monstrously subsidized road, or have 
they simpy been asleep and have not yet 
fairly waked up? It is time for the Repre- 
sentatives of Nebraska to break their silence. 

The honorabie Bostonians who now control 
this enormously-hamvered road are rivaling 
the impudence of past performances by ask- 
ing that they be allowed to postpone for jfisty 
years the payment of their debt to the Gov- 
ernment, and that the interest be reduced to 
3 per cent. If this is done the half century 
will pass away, nothing will be paid, and the 
road, bled by the leeches who manage it, will 
not be worth the expense of a foreclosure 
proceeding. And during thas long period of 
two generations, as far as one can judge, no 
Congressional effort will be made to cut 
down the extortionate charges of the road, 
its managers will continue to suck the sub- 
sistence of the farmers and business-men 
from the Mississippi River to the western 
end of the State, and under the shelter of 
this giant robber ail the other roads will 
keep on charging from two to three times 
what they should, citing the successful ex- 
tor tions of that octopus in justification of 
their action. ‘ 

There is an admirable chance for the Con- 
gressmen from Nebraska to make reputations 
out of this Union Pacific robbery practice. 
How will they improve it? 


THE LIBRARIES OF CHICAGO AND THEIR 
NEEDS. : b 

The Commercial Club at ite meeting Satur- 
day night did very wisely to depart somewhat 
from its customary lines and invite such ex- 
perts as President Angell, Prof. Winsor, and 
Dr. Poole to present their views on libraries. 
Chicago is already virtually the library cen- 
ter of the country. The Public Library, the 
Newberry, which is already organized and 
in a highly successfal formative condition, 
and the John Crerar, yet to be organized, 
but provided for with an smple endowment— 
these combined present the largest library 
plant ia the country and the richest promise, 
for it 1s always to be remembered that not 
one of the older cities bas anything like a 
complete library. The library is a plant of 
siow growth, and from this point of view 
Dr. Poole has done well in correcting the 
popular impression that a library can be 
built up in a year or ten years. It is literally 
a work for posterity, and the bequests are 
for the benefit of coming generations so faras 
anything like completeness is concerned. He 
has done equally well in correcting another 
erro neous impression—namely, that because 
the endowment has been a generous one 
therefore it 1s, possible for the trustees to go 
ahead at once nd put up million-dollar buiia- 
ings with a view to architectural adornment 
and the betterment of contiguous real estate. 
The cost of the books—and the books, not 
the building, constitute the library—is an 
item iu the general expense which people do 
not consider, probably because they know 
nothing or little about it. Upon this point 
Mr. Poole said: 


The administrafion of libraries is more ex- 
pensive than is generally supposed, even after 
buildings are erected and equipments are —4 
vided. The administration of circulating libra- 
‘ries is more costly than that of reference 
libraries. Perhaps no libraries in the country, 
where the two functions of eirculation and refer- 
ence are united, are better or more economically 
admipistered than the Chicago Public Library 
and the Boston Public aibrary. The salaries 
and incidental expenses of our Public Library 
during the lest official year absorbed $50,045 out 
of $68,660, the total A or 74.2 per cent; 
and of the Boston Public Library $100,604 out of 
$128,100, the total expenses, or 78.5 per cent. In 
the Chicago Library 25.8 per cent of the income 
was expe for periodicals, and bind- 
ing, and in the Boston Libra LS per cent. 
More than three-quarters of the income, there- 
fore, Or an average of 76.8 per cent, is required 
for running expenses, and only the remaining 
. quarter is available for the purchase of books. 

na purely reference library it is probable that 
nearly one-fialf of the income could be expended 
for books, but I have not the statistics at hand to 
verify the statement. 

It is sufficiently apparent from this that 
the bequests to the Newberry and Crerar l- 
braries, although they seem large, are in 
reality only moderate when the purpose to 
be realized is Considered; and anything 
like complete realization will depend upon 
the economy and knowledge with which the 
income of the fund is expended. Certainly 
it would be poor economy to deplete the fund 
by taking a million out of it for a builds 
and pilmg enormous running expenses on 
top of that, How much, under such circum- 
stances, would be left for books! 

Prof. Winsor, the librarian at Harvard, in 
the course of the same discussion made a 
timely suggestion and one which will have 
to be considered before long—namely: the 
practical assignment of the scope to be al- 
lowed each of the three libraries; that 1s, 
how to conduct them so that one shall not 
run over the track uf another or unreasona- 
bly duplicate it, and how the money can be 
made to go as far as possible. This 
should not be a matter of great 
difficulty for the librarian, aided by the trust- 


ees, to settle. For instance, the Public Li-

In answer to the charge of discrimination 
against the Catholics by the Commissioner 
he has filed official documents with the Sec- 
retary of the Interior which so clearly dis- 
prove it that the Senate committee by a vote 
ot six to one declared it groundless and rec- 
ommended his confirmation. The documents 
show that the Catholics whom he dismissed 
from the Indian school service in the early 
part of his administration—eleven in number 
—were in each instance dismissed for cause 
and in no single case because they were 
Catholics. Special stress has been laid hy the 
Catholic papers upon his removal ot Mr. P. W. 
Mess, Superintendent of the Kaw boarding- 
schoolin the Indian Territory, a one-armed 
soldier and a Catholic. In this case, how- 
ever, as in every other one, the action of the 
Commissioner is shown to have been war- 
ranted by the circamstances. Mr. Mess was 
not only Superintendent but sub-agent at the 
Kaw Agency, ana was removed, as the reo- 
ords show, upon the report of L. J. Miles, the 
agent, which set torth that he was not com- 
petent to have the charge of public property. 
No complaint was ever made of his politics or 
his religion. - 

The remaining charge made by Gen. Mor- 
gan’s enemies is not only false but a siander. 
His military record has beén subjected tothe 
most rigid inyestigation and it vindicates 
him. He enlisted as a private soldier and 
retired asa Brigadier-General by brevet aft- 
er nearly four years of honorable service. 
All the charges against him were investigat- 
ed by court-martial at the time. He was not 
only acquitted but recommended for promo- 
tion, and the recommendation was in- 
dorsed by Gens. Stoneman, Craft, and 
George H. Thomas, and on it he was ap- 
pointed by tne President and confirmed 
without division by the Senate after he had 
voluntarily resigned his commission as Col- 
onelin August, 1865, after the close of the 
war. 1

THE SINGLE TAX AND THE FARMER. 

If Henry George were autocrat of the 
United States he would abolish the custom- 
houses and get no more revenue from im- 
ported goods. He would abolish the internal 
revenue taxes, and make whisky free for the 
good of the poor man. He would repeal all 
license taxes on liquor. He would get the 
money to meet the expenses of the National 
and State Governments by confiscating the 
rental vaiue of land in country and in town. 
This does not mean that he would rob the 
farmer of the rental value of his farm as it 
stands, with Uve-stock, buiidings, farming 
implements, fences, tile drains, etc., but that 
he would claim as the property of the State 
whatever sum the naked land would rent for 
in the market, assuming that the tenant had 
to supply all the betterments.”’ 

From the expected,fund acquired by this 
grab game Mr. George proposes to pay not 
merely the expenses of the National Govern- 
ment but of each State, its counties, cities, 
towns, and school and road districts. All 
present taxes and excises will be abolished, 
and the farmer, he claims, will be relieved 
from a burden, and poverty in city and coun- 
try will besomethme of the pasz, The rental 
tax on land is to make the whole community 
prosperous and happy. 

Mr. George has thus far failed to state how 
much money is yearly raised by the various 
forms of taxation in this country, and what 
the rental value of tne lands he proposes to 
levy on amounts to. He has furnished no re- 
liable data therefor, but assumes that his 
scheme will be a financial success, and that it 
will be safe to rely on it for the support of 
National, State, and local governments.

If money can be 
made anywhere by truck farming, by dairy- 
ing, the raising of poultry, ete., it should be 
there. The State is full of thriving manu- 
facturing cities, towns, and villages. No 
farmer is separated by more than a few miles 
‘from thousands of hungry mouths eager to be 
fed. Yetit appears that herein this favored 


prices, where the conditions are better for 
him than they are anywhere else in the 
United States, he cannot do much more than 
get a bare support for himself and his fam- 
ily as the result of intense and persistent 
labor. . 
Therefore, since the confiscation of the 
rental value of farm lands in Connecticut 
would not furnish its proporonate share of 
the money to meet the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, it is plain that it would be folly to 
expect to get it by seizing te farms of other 
States. Here in Ijlinois and the other West 
ern States there would be nothing to seize, 
for the Western farmer is beginning to 
count himself lucky if his year’s labor re- 
turns him enough to pay his present taxes and 
insurance and to feed and clothe himself 
and his family and pay the wages of those 
he hires, If any. He has ceasea to look for 
profit to put in, bank. This being the case, 
what can be more monstrous than this at- 
tempt of George’s to take from this hard- 
working, economical, self-denymg class the 
little surplus they may have, and under the 
pretext of relieving them of taxes to leave 
them as bare as a plucked chicken? It is 
more disreputable than the course of the 
Anarchist, for at least he is not a hypocrite. 
Mr. White’s conclusion is, that so-called 
“economic rent” is an insignificant affair in 
the total amount it would yield tne Nation, 
and that when all betterments have been 
excluded and fair wages or the family sup- 
port of the farmer deducted “the residuum 
will not be worth confiscauon.” From which 
it appears that the farmer is already taxed 
enough—too much, in fact—and Taz Trisune 
would be pleased if he could be freed from a 
small part of the burden he is so ill able to 
bear.

THE SNELL TOLL-ROAD. ! 


Arguments Being Heard by Judge Shepard 
Regarding Ite Use. 

Arguments were made before Judge Shepard 
on a demurrer by the City of Chicago to the bill 
of the heirs of the late A. J. Snell, which seeks 
to prohibit the city from moving the toll-house 
and toligate of the Spell toll-road, near the in- 
tersection of Milwaukee and Fullerton avenues, 
Abouta year ago persons claiming to be the 
owners of property on Milwaukee avenue peti- 
tioned the City Council to construct an apron 
over a large ditch, and represented that in order 
to do it the toll-read and toligate would have to 
be moved. 

The tall-road company was ordered by the 
resolution of the Cougcil to remove the obstruc- 
tion, but the direction was not obeyed. There- 
upon the Superintendent of Public Works threat- 
ened to move them by force. The Snell heirs 
went into court for an injunction, which was 
issued temporarily, and the matter now comes 
uv for disposition. 

Messrs. Robey and Robinson appeared on be- 
half of the city and..cx-Judge Smith and Mr. 
Crawford for the Snell heirs. Mr. Robey's posi- 
won was that A.J. Snell never had any legal 
title to Milwaukee avenue for a toli-road or any 
other purpose. He said Milwaukee avenue, hav- 
ing now become part of the city, uu was subject 
to municipal control and the city had a righi to 
remove the obstruction. 

Judge Smith contended that the right of the 
Snell heirs to a franchise could not be raised on 
a defense to a bill im chancery. It was neces- 
sary to resort tea quo warranto, and there had 
already been a decision upon that point by Judge 
Baker in the Snell heirs’ favor. 

Mr. Crawford said that if the city had the right

Panis, Jan. 27.—The Russians are placing 
in completion their railroad lines on either 
side of the Cabpian. A Mrald correspondent 
today obtained an interview on this subject 
from a whose name may not be 
mentioned put who is among the men in 
Europe best informed on Eastern matters, 
and thoroughly at home with all the railway 
plans of the last twenty-five rears. 

“For a long time past,” he said, Ger- 
many has been seeking new commercial de- 
bouches, She awaits with uneasiness the 
moment when France, in revising her com- 
mercial treaties, will raise the customs tar- 
iffs and deprive Germany of the advantages 
that country enjoys under the clause in the 
treaty of Frankfort assuring der the treat- 
ment of the ‘most favored nation.’ I cannot 
say anything decissvely, but the creation of 
railways in Asia isa question altogether too 
important tor Germany not to do her best to 
obtain a concession; she would benefit great- 
ly thereby. 

“ By ber position Austria-Hungary would 
be the first Power to profit: by a railway con- 
necting Europe and Asia by the way of Con- 
stantinople. Now, Germany is just behind 
Austria-Hungary, and is much more of a 
manufacturing country; moreover, the Ger- 
man policy consists in directing her neigh- 
bor’s gaze toward Saionica, and anything 
which will aid her will be seized upon eager- 
ly by the Berlin Cabinet. Baron Bleichroeder 
and other Berlin bankers’ are helping along 
these Central Asian railways, but it is doubt- 
ful whether it is in the true interests of Ger- 
many that chey should do so.” 

Do you believe that railways are soon to 
be opened in Asia?” 

“What railways do you meas? Do you 
refer to the Russian or English plans? Bear 
m mind that the Russians have bent their 
attention both to the east and the soutneast. 
They have Siberia and China on the north, 
anti on the south they have planned lines on 
either bo of the Caspian, in Turkestan, 
and in the Caucasian region.” 

“What are those plans?” 

RUSSIA'S RAILROAD PROJECTS. 

Here my host rose, and, motioning to a 

desk, took three large maps which he spread 


out on a table. Black, red, and blue lines in 


any quantity were marked on the maps.

Toheu-Fou, Son Tcheou, Che, Tehoua, dhd 
Khamil, were it bifurcates, one branch go- 
ing to Yarkanio and Taschkent, the other to 
Kouldaja, Kopal, Omsk, aad Lekaterinbourg. 
Of four projected routes, all connecting 
Taschkent to the terminus of the Angio- 
Indian system, two cross the Hindoo-Koosh 
range and two others the Karakorum 
Mountains, passing through Yarkand in the 
Chinese Empire.“ 
„All these lines appear to me to have been 
planted in the interests of Russia.” 
“Doubtless, but their execution, as far as 
some of them are concerned, is very proble- 
matical, For example, China will, for a iong 
time to come, be opposed to any lines passing 
through her territory. Besides, it will be 
necessary totake into account the cost of 
construction ana the probable traffic that 
can be obtained.” , 
„I am inclined to believe more in the suc- 


cess of projects such as that of Field-Mar- 


shal Prince Baritougky, which, starting from 
a point on the Caspian Sea, passes through 
Mesched, Herat, and the Bolan Pass, and 
connects with a branch from Herat to the 
Oremburg line by way of Merv, Tehardjom, 
Bokhara, Samarkand, and Taechkert.“

THIRTY SAILORS PERISH, 


The Crew of a British Vessel Washed 
Overboard. 

Lonpon, Jan. 27.—The British ship Loch 
Moidart, Capt. Andrew, from Pisagua, Nov. 
2, for Hamburg, 1s ashore at Callantsoog, 
Holland. Thirty of her crew were washed 
overboard after she struck, and all perished. 
Heavy seas are breaking over the vessel,
